Mr. Btille, weoll known as the author of the
poweriul pamnphlet, “How a Great People Should
Conduct & Long War,” has come before the pub-
lie in & handsomely printed volume, with a sub-
Jeet tor his pen capable of developing all the
power which he poescsses, He has executed his
taak with an elegance of diction and a pleasant
perspiouity of narrative which ralees our al-
ready high estimate of his literary ability., His
small history of the Banitary Fair did not give
him an opportunity, The present work gives
him a foil chance, and he hos avalled hmself
of it.

His work forms a glorious monument to that
munificence never excelled in the record of the
world, of that generosity never equalled in the
ananals of mankind, which was displayed by the
American people while our lund was plunged in
war—the freedom with which we poured out our
treasures, the services rendered the cause not
only by men, but by women—God bless them!—
who, reorning all the comforts of home, went
forth, and did &s good deeds as were ever re-
gorded.

Most of the sketches contained in these two
volumes fall under the head of “‘uncollectod,
rather than “*unpublished” productions of
Irving. They form n most valuable addition to
his worke, as heretolore they were only found
in ol numbers of magazines and ont-of-the-way
Places, They complete, we belleve, nll the lite-
mture of that gilted son of genins, snd should
be provured by all those whio have possezaed
themeelves of the rest of the series, as well as
all admirers of the most plessant of all modern
writers. Of course shall not attempt o
review the contents in the space devoted to an
ordinary book review. Their titles Indicate
that their specialty is Spanlsh listory and
Spanish legend. They abound m that glowing
imagery which enly Irving could evoke, and
are written In that cleur Baxon style which, par
exccllence. hie bhas rendered his own,

In regurd to the typographieal execution, we
cannot bestow too high praise. Neatly and sub-
stantially bound, clearly printed on rich cream-
laid paper, they excel in what all book lovers
most admire, They come from the Riverside

The most beautitul, literally the most perfect,
book, in & typographical puint of view, which
we have ever seen, i the edition of Miss Carey's
poems before us. It their lilerary style wus ps
good as the dresa in which they come to us, we
would hail them with peculiar joy. Of the threc
classes ol pootry, we think that Miss Curey suc-
«ceds far better In the ballads than in the lyrics,
andl in the hymns than in the ballads. Muany of
her devotionsl papers breathe a spint of Ohris-
tianity, and hearttelt, soul-stirring sentiment,
tounched with 2 dellcate grace whick pecullarly
recommends them, Of all the works of this
class we admire most the one entitled “All
o ALY

But of so many really goed picees it is a
shame to muke a selection. Her ballads are
moet of them simple, pleasant thoughbts, jotted
dowa without sany great elaboration. We should
judge that they were the lelsure employment of
a literary life. They hardly possess sufficient
soul. They are flying and too passing. There
are some of them which will make nu enduring
impression. All are pleasant, but nons of them
have etubility, We are pleased with the work
a8 0 whole, although its parts do not present
any partioular exeellence. As a gift book we
think it has few superiors. All of its powers
tend to make it peculinrly acceptable, and the
splendid style of its pubhication will make i a
welcome visitor in every parlor,

the “‘Seer,” but from all whoese curiosity on
the subject of his views prompt them to explore
for themsclves,

Baxororr's Hutony or TEE UNitem StaTis.
Volume I1X. Little, Brown & Co. Boston:

The present volume tukes us down to the ter
mionation of the sctual war of the Revolution.
1t is wnitten in the same siyle as its predeces
gors—rich and heavy, with & care snd solidity
which command respect, We give un extract
from it, which, ns 1t relates to a subject of lacal
interest, we think, will be found generally popu-
lar with our readers:—

The village of Germantown formed for two
miles ope continuous street, AL its centre it
wus crossed o vight angles by Howe's encamp-
ment, which extended on the right to s wood,
and was gunrded on its extreme leit by Hessian
jagers ut the Schuvlkill, The 1st Baitalion of
\ght intantry and the Queen's American Rangers
were advanced in front of the right wing: the
240 Battalion gupported the furthest pickew o
the left ot Mount Alry, about two miles from tue
"amPiJuil at the head of the village, in an
open el neur o Jarge stone hoyse known ss
that of Chey the 40th Heglment, under the
veteran Musgave, pitened its tents.  Informa-
tion of the Wwiesded attack resched Howe, but
he received It W“.h fncredulity.

About noon on the third, Washington, at Ma-
tuchen Hill, anvonnced to his grmy his purpose
to move upon Germsantown, He spoke 1o them
of the successes of the northern army, sand ex-
plained "'that Howe, who lay at & distance ot
several milea from Cornwallis, had further wenk-
ened bimeelt by sendineg two battalions 10 Bil-
Bogsport. 11 they would be brave and patient,

he might on the next day lead them to vimr{-"
Thus he inspired them with his own hopeful
courage, A defest of the insulared Briti«n army
must have been {18 ruin.  His plan was to direct
the chief attack upon its right, to which the ap-
ronch was easy; and lor that purpose, to Greene,
I'n whom of all his generals he most confided, ho
gave the command of his left wine, composed of
the diviglons of Greene and of Stephen,and flanked
by Macdougall’s brigude, These formed about two-
thirds of all his eflective force. The divivions
of Sullivan and Wayne, flanked by Cenway's
brigade, and followed by Wasbington, with the
brigades of Nash and Maxwell, under Lord
Etirling, ns the reverve, asgumed the more diffi-
cult tusk of engaging the British left. To dis-
tract attention, the Maryland and New Jersey
militin were to make a gircuit and come upon
the rear of the Briush right, while on the oppo-
gite smde Armstrong, with the Pennsyivania
militin, was to deal hieavy blows on the Hessian
yugers,

The different columns recelved orders to cons
duct thewr march of about fourteen miles 50 as to
ArTive near the enemy in time to rest, and to
begin the attack on all quarters at daybreak,
Accordingly. the rielbit wing, alter marching ail
night, halted two miles in front of the Britiah
outpost, and took refreshment. Then, screcned
by a fog and marching in silence, the advance
party surprised the British picket. The battalion
of light intnntry offered a gallant resistance; but
when Wayne's men, whom Sullivan's divigion
olosely followed, rushed on with the terrible
cry:—*'Have at the bloodhounds! Revenge!
revepge!” the buogle sounded w retréat, The
canoon woke Cornwallis in Pbiladelphia, who
instantly ordered his British grenadiers aud
Hersane to the scene of action; Howe, in like
manuner startled from his bed. rode up just in
time to see the battalion runoing awuy., “For
thawe, Hght intantry I be eried m anger; *1
never saw you retreat before. Form! form| it
18 only & scouting party.” Bot the culting
grapeghot trom three of the Amedlean csnnon
rattling ahont hun showed the sorionsness of
the attuck, and bhe rode oft' at full gpeed to pre-
pare bis camp for battle; while Musgrave, de-
tuching & part of his regiment to support the
fugitives, threw mmself with six compunies into
Chew's houge, and barrieaded its lower windows
and doors,

Greene should by this time have engnged
the Britsh right; bit nothing was heard from
any part of bls wing. In econsequence, ns
the divisiong of Sullivan and Wayne approached
Chew’s house together, Sullivan  directed
Wayne to pass to the left of it, while he
sdvanced on its right. In this manner they
were separsfed.  The aavance was slow, for
it was made, pot in column, but m line,
while the 1roops kept up an incessant fire at
every bouse aud bedge where the pursult was
checked, Washington, with Maxwell's part of
the reserve, summoned Musgrave to surren lor;
but the officer who earned the white ilng was
fired upon and killed; the brave Chevalier Du-
plessie Mauduit, who, with Jobn Laurcens, of
South Caroling, foreed and mounted the window
ou the ground-floor to set the honse on fire, was
not supported by men with combustibles, and,
incredible as it may seewm, the two gallant and
adventurous youoths setired slowly and safely
under o tire firom both stories ol the honsge, The
canpon was wo light to breach the walls,
Driven forward by lus own anxiety and the zeal
of the young officers of his s, Washington
Ieft n single regiment to wateh the house, and
with the rest ol the reserve advanced 1o the
{m‘m of the battle and remained there to the
ast,

And where was Greene? From some canse
which he never explained, he reached the
Britieh outposts threequarters of an hour later
than the troops with Washington; then,
aft & very great distance from the force
which he wns to have attacked, he formed
his whole wing, and thus in line of battle
attempted to advanee two miles or more
through marshes, thickets, and strong and
numerous post and rall fences. Irretrievable
disorder was the consequence; the division: be-
came mixed, and the line was broken. Maedou-
gall never gotl into the feht; and Greene wos
left with only the brigades of Ecott and Muhlen-
berg.  These entered the village and at-
tacked the British riglit, which had had
ampie time for prepsration.  They were
outllanked, and after about fifteen minutes
of beavy nring were driven back; and the regi-
ment which had penetrated {urthest was cap-
tured. Btephen with one ol s brigades eame up
with the Jetvol Wayne's Division; Woodtord ,who
commanded the other, and was on the extreme
right of the wing under Ureene, straved to
Chew's house, which he found watched by a
dingle reglment, halted there with his whole
brigade, aud took no part in the battls except
to order his light fleld-pleces to play upon 1is
walls, Tuis new and unexpected eannonade
wag exnctly in the rear of Waynes division:
they imagined it to be the fire of the British
right; and throwine off all control, they retreated
in disorder. Armstrong, with his militia on the
extreme right, considered it bis duty “rather to
divert the loreiguers than to come in contact
with them ;" go he did no more than *‘cannonade
them fromi the heights on the Wissanicecon,”
Sollivan's wen, with the eagerness of young
troops, and inst the order of Washington,
had expended thelr amimunition often without
an object. The batlalions from Philadelphin,
advancipg on a run, were close at hund, In
the fog, parties of Americans had repeatodly
tnistuken each other for Britleh, At abont hali-
past oight, Washington, who, *in hig anxiety
exposed himself 1o the hottest fire,” seeing that
the day was lost, gave the word to retreat, and
sent it to every division, Care was taken for
the removal of every piece of artillery, *'Bri-
tish officers of the first rank sald that no retreat
was ever conducted in better order,” and they
and the German officers alike judged the attack
to have been well planned,

Greene on that day “fell under the frown” of
the commanderin-chief, Had the forces in-
trusted to him, and the militin with Armstrong,
acted s efficiently as the troops with Washing-
ton, the day might have been tatal to Howe's
army. The renewal of an attack so soon after
the defeat nt the Brandywine, nnd its partial
success, inspirited Congress and the army, In
Europe, it convinced the Cabioet of the Klog of
France that the independence of America was
ausured,

“Article 14, Beotlon 1. AN rmn born o mato=
ralized in the Urited Statos, and sutijoct to the jorisdic.
tion thereof, are cltizens of the Un Btates and of
the State wheroin they resifle. No State shall make or
orfforce any laws wolch shall ﬂmln the privileges or
Immanities of extizens of the United States; nor shall
any State deprive any person of lite, Lberty, or pro-
porty, without due process of law, nor deny to any pors

:on within its |u tion the equal protectien of the
‘“‘.l.

This section makes cltizsenship vniform in all the
Siates, and protects oltizons both North and South;
for example, South Carolina mwust treat Pennasylvas
nlans with the same respect that she troats her own
citizens,

‘iection 2. Reprscentatives shall be apportioned
Amonig the several Siates avcording to thelr respective
numbers coununf the. whole number of persons In each
Btato, exciwding Incians not taxed; bat whonover the

right to vole at any eloction lor President or Vioe-l resk

dont, and for the United States ropresentatives in Con-
uress, executive and judicial ofloers, or the members of
the Leghslatares thervo!, is denled to any male inhabitant
of such Btate, belny tweniy-one years o age, and citi-
zens of the United Mtaies, or in any way abridged, ex-
ceopt tor participation In_ rebelllon or other crime. tho
baeis of representation therein shall be reduced in the

roportion which the number of such male ertizens shall

rar to the whole nnmber of male cltizens twenty-one
years of age In such State.™

This section fixes #he basis ol representation in
Congress upon the population of the several States,
with this protito, that where a Btate denies the eloc:
tive {ranchise to apy of its qualifind male citizons of
21 yours of age (which auy State 18 allowed to do
under this section), that then its represontation in
Congress shinll be proportionnbly reduced, thus
regulating the representation in Congress by Lhe
number of voters in each State. Under the ola Con-
stitution, tho South had throe-fifths of all her glayes
ndded to her free population to fix her representa.
tion in Congress; mow that slavory 1 abolished sho
will have two-filths more added therelo, und thus
come baok nnder the old Constitution whh inercased
powoer, and wounld thus make the vote of one whitoe
mat in tho South nearly equal to two in the North.
This is the renson why the Rebals are now opposiog
this part of the amendmeont,

“Hectlon 8. No person shall be a Senator or Repre-
sentutive in Congresd or clector of President or Viee
FPresident, or hoid any offies, civil or milltary, under
the United States, or ander any State, who, having
previously takon sn onth as o member of OonpToss, oF
s an officer of the United States, or a8 & member of any
State Leglsiature, or as an executl ve or eivll officer of
nny Stae, lo support the Consulintion of the United
Stateg, shall have enpaged m nsurrection or rebelilon
Agalnst the gimo, or giving ald or comiort to the eéne
mies thercofy but Congress may, by a vole of Lwo=
thirds (o cach Houre, remave suoh disabllity,**

Ihe intentigm of this section is 1o give the offlces
to the Union mon of the Bouth, so that woshall havo
perpotual peaco, and so that JofMorson Davis and
olher (trastors ke lim shall never again control
this Government, and thos eéndanger tts liberties.
If those leading Rebels should continue to hold the
offices in the South, we shall have no pence, but,
on the contrary, perpetunl strifo, They have dong
enough already, They should have no farther say,
Their children will succeed to the rights which
they will lose by their treason; this 18 enough, in
ull conscience. This section, you will observe, ap-
plies thoste Rebels only who have herefofore held
affice and taken an oath to support the Constitution
of the United States; shounld any hardships arise
thercby, Congress may grant relief by a two-thirds
vote,

“Sectlon 4. The vallllty of the publie debt of the
Unlted States, authorized by law, Including that In-
curred In payment of bountles and pensions for services
In suppressing Insurrection or rebeliion, shall not be
aununm-d: and nelthor the United States. nor any

toto shall assume or pay any debet or obligation In-
curred In ald of lnsarrection or reballlon agninst the
United States, orany clalm for loss or emancipation of
any glave; but all such debts, obligations, and claims
shinl! be held Megal and vold.*"

Tuis seotion will cut off all future hope on the part
of the Rebals of securing payment for their slaves or
of the Hebel debt, and thus relieve our country
from furure sectional strife,
